Whether it was removed by 
a wagon or an automobile is a mys- 
terv, but the police believe a ma- 
chine was used. 


Charles Dean, an employe of the 


poolroom closed the store last night 
at 12:00 o'clock but did not leave 
the place until a half hour later. 
This led police to believe that the 
men were waiting for Dean to leave 
and then immediately got busy in 
forcing 
an entrance. 
The high 


counter and the displays in the win- 
dow of the store furnished an ex- 
cellent screen behind which the men 
could work the safe from behind 
the counter and then it would only 
take a moment to get it to a place 
in the room where it could not be 
seen from the front window. 


Mr. Edwards said today that the 


safe contained a number of checks 
but did not

EGGS MUST BE 


PLAINLY MARKED

New York, Dec. 1,—A "seventy- 


hour ultimatum" to egg dealers di- 
recting them, to mark plainly all co!4 
storage eggs as sueih before placinc 
them on sale in this state -was an- 
nounced here today by, Johns 3, Dil- 
lon, state commissioner of foods a^ai 
markets. - He Said- that he had afso 
taken steps1 to see that eggs arriving 
from points outside of 
New York 


state- are 
smulary -marked 
The 


commissioner predicted that within 
ten days the retail price of egg3 
would drop to 35 cents a dozen. 


Commissioner Dillon said that his 


order called for the marking of tho 
words "cold storage" on the shell of 
each egg offered for sale here begin- 
ring next Jlondav, except when, soli 
m the unoroken cold storage pack- 
ages. 


He said he would meet the ob- 


ject that it would be impossible to 
force dealers in Chicago, iNew Jersey 
and other places outside the state to 
comply with the order by issuing in- 
structions to the transportation com- 
panies to gne him "a daily report 
of all eggs coming to this city, the 
place where such eggs originate and 
to whom they are consigned. I be- 
lieve by this provision I can enforce 
the order on dealers outside and in- 
side the state ' 


He said he new has 2,250 dozen 


eggs, which he will sell to consumers 
at 33 cents a dozen and is negotiat- 
ing for 24,000 dozen offered to him 
at the same price "by a large western 
firm, which told him he said, they 
could not get that price from the cold 
storage people, "although the mar- 
ket is far above that figure." 


"Cold storage eggs will m ten days

A 
swan lias been known to break a 
man's leg by a blow oC its wing, and 
hi like manner tbc wing beatings of 
the larger birds are dangerous if they 
strike the human bead or face.

ures 
Mr. Hartigan was prepared to 


place before the representatives sta- 
tistics relative to foodstuffs and to 
the methods of the 
so-called cold 
storage trust. 


A series of boycotts on poultry, 


butter and other foodstuffs similar 
to that now in force on eggs, is pro- 
posed, the butter boycott to begin 
Dec. 12, when the egg ban will have 
run two weeks. Whether the latter 
will continue or not after that de- 
pends, it was said, upon the price at 
which eggs are 
selling then. 
The 


wholesale price of eggs has drop- 
ped from 3 to 4 cents a dozen on all 
grades since the inception of 
the 


boycott. 


"The egg boycott, while not at its 


height yet, is gaining ground fast," 
declared 
Commissioner 
Hartigan. 


"It is proving an Effective weapon to 
decrease demand and lower prices. 
It helps to stabilize prices, it pro- 
motes economy In the use of egss 
and it contributes in the stoppage of 
waste." 


Commissioner Hartigan 
declared 


that a national cold storage law was 
needed to protect consumers against 
abuses in the marketing of perish- 
able foods. 


Reports from various cities are to- 


day to the effect that thousands of 
turkeys were left on the hands of 
the dealers Thanksgiving as the re- 
sult of the refusal of housewives to 
pay high prices. The surplus stock 
will be held in cold storage for the 
Christmas trade and it is predicted 
that in consequence the 
price of 


Christmas turkeys will be greatly re- 
duced. 


As a result of the high cost of

Although it had 
been 
rumored 


that the drys would call another elec- 
tion in 1917. this action was not de- 
cided upon officially until today, fol- 
lowing a referendum vote 
of 
the 


trustees of the league and other dry 
workers over the state. 
Details of 


the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment to be submitted will be deter- 
mined at the state dry convention to 
be held in Columbus Januaiy 16, 1" 
and 18. 


"There will be no political cam- 


paign next year to interfere with a 
full and free expression on the Avet 
and dry issue," said a statement is- 
sued by Superintendent White, "and 
it will "be an opportune time for the 
dry forces to pull together and win 
a splendid victory. Last jear was a 
so-called off year in Ohio 
politics, 


yet the advocates of state ^\icle pro- 
hibition cut down the wet majority 
of 1914 approximately 30,000 and 
while the wet vote last year fell off 
more than nine per cent, compared 
with 1914, the decrease in the dry 
vote was less than four per cent."

Territorial Gold Pieces Minted by 
Pri- 


vate Assayers. 


The old terTitorialgold pieces, while 


they never had ;%he sanction of the 
United States government, passed at 
different periods as legal tender, in.that 
they were accepted as^a medium of ex- 
change between buyer and seller. 


Territorial gold pieces were struck 


by private <assayers in Georgia in 1830, 
in IS'orth Carolina from 1831 to 1850, 
in California from 1S49 to 1855, in 
Utah in 1S40, 1850 and 1SGO, in Oregon 
in 1849 and in-Colorado in 1SGO and 
1861. 


There was nothing illegal in their is- 


sue, and the procedure was considered 
in no sense as^ counterfeiting. In fact, 
it was not until 18G4 that a federal 
statute was passed forbidding a con- 
tinuation of the practice. 


E. H. Adams of New York told an in- 


teresting stoiy about how this statute 
came about 


"A man named Gruber," he said, 


"senior of the firm of Clark, Gruber 
& Co. of Denver, had a'large private 
mint and one .day be showed Salmon 
P. Chase, who Tvas secretary of the 
treasury from 1861 to ISGi, a fine 
twenty dollar gold .piece of his_own 
coining. 
' 
. 


"Mr. Chase "told him that it -was a 


counterfeit whereupon Mr. Qruber re- 
marked that it -was no such thing; that 
there was no law preventing the issue 
of such coins. 
- 
" 'Then I shall see that there is one,' 


Mr. Chase replied, and he made good 
his prodiclion. That conversation took 
place in 1S01, and in 18G4 the law -was 
passed." 


Mr. Adams explained why these coins 


had been privately struck. He said that 
In those day? gold, in the shape of dust 
or nugget?, was osed for money in the 
states Tvhcr<« it was mined. This neces- 
sitated a in-fat deal of trouble- Scales 
had to lie J3*fd whenever a purchase 
was made, and then there was always 
the question of how it could best be 
carried. 


So to exr-orjite matters the assaycrs 


adopted the mstom of taking the pold 
arid uinkin? it. «p into their own coins. 
That certain of these were full valno. 
Mr- Adams added, was shown by the 
fact that «n several occasions when 
they wonr rflcomed for official money 
the R^ld in 1liom was found to oxcced 
the faro value.—W. W. B. in Balti- 
more Xcws.
